neck tie in such a manner that the sel e cted neck tie portion becomes hidden beneath 
said collar portion : 

a front portion having a centrally disposed longitudinal axis and including a 
plurality of opposed outer edge portions spaced substantially equally and outwardly 
from the longitudinal axis, said front portion having a top portion connected to said collar 
portion and further having a bottom portion spaced from said top portion and disposed 
g e nora ll y about fce]ow_a waist of a person so that said bottom portion becomes tucked 
inside a user's trouser and maintaine d at a substantially stable position, said outer edge 
portions diverging up wardly towards a user's shoulders and laterally extending from 
said collar portion to eo uldistant points offset from the longitudinal axis such that said 
outer edge portions span across the user's shoulders without extending downwardly 
along a user's arms, said bottom portion including a plurality of arcuate regions 
detachablv conioinabl e directly to each other, one said arcuate regions having a 
diameter greater than another said arcuate regions so that a user can adiustablv offset 
one said ar cuate regions awav from a center of the user's waist : 

a back portion connected to said collar portion and extending downwardly 
therefrom, said back portion having a bottom portion ending above said bottom portion 
of said front portion; and 

means for removably securing said back portion and said front portion in a stable 
position on a person^ said securing means comprises a first elastic strap having a first 
end portion directly and permanently connected to one of said plurality of outer edge 
portions, said first strap having a second end portion directly and permanently 
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Sa nnected to another of said plurality of n.rt«r e dge portions, said securing means 
further comprises a second elastic strap havinn a first end portion directly and 
permanently connected to a bottom edo* n f said back nnrtion and extending 
downwardly therefrom towards a waist nf a p o ^on. wherein sain bottom portion nf 
back portion has a substantially arcuate sh a pe for assisting the user to freely adiust said 
dress shirt after positioning a jacket thereove r , wherein said second strap traygre ft s « a iH 
fir st strap and includes a second end portio n axiallv opposed from said first end portion 
of said second strap, said second end porti o n of said second strap extending vertically 
down a center of a user's back and medially h jfurcatino said first strap in snon g mann ?r 
t hat said second strap is directly conjoined t herewith so that said first and second straps 
co operate with each other and maintain sai d back and front portion in line during 
extended use, said second end portion o f said second strap being disengaged from said 
dress shirt and freely positional below the user's waist for promoting comfort 

2. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 . wherein said front portion comprises: 
a plurality of inner edge portions aligned generally parallel to the longitudinal axis 
and overlap each other. 



3. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 2, wherein one of said plurality of inner 
edge portions includes a plurality of slots spaced from each other generally parallel to 
the longitudinal axis, another of said plurality of inner edge portions includes a plurality 
of fastening members spaced from each other generally parallel to the longitudinal axis 
and substantially aligned with said plurality of slots for interlocking therewith 
respectively. 

4. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1 , wherein the top portion of said front 
portion has a width that is greater than a width of the bottom portion thereof. 
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5. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1, wherein said plurality of outer edge 
portions converge downwardly towards each other and end at the bottom portion of said 
front portion and generally at the longitudinal axis.

10 (Currently Amended) A Hr^ ^hirt comprising: 

a collar portion for generally fitting around a neck of a person , said collar portion 
being suitably sized and shaped for re ceiving and intercalating a selected portion of a 
neck tie in such a mann er that the selected neck tie portion becomes hidden beneath 
said collar portion : 

a front portion having a centrally disposed longitudinal axis and including a 
plurality of opposed outer edge portions spaced substantially equally and outwardly 
from the longitudinal axis, said front portion having a top portion connected to said collar 
portion and further having a bottom portion spaced from said top portion and disposed 
gen e rally abou t below a waist of a person so that said bottom portion becomes tucked 
inside a user's trouser and maintained at a substantially stable position, said outer edge 
portions diverging upw ardly towards a user's shoulders and laterally extending from 
said collar portion to eouidistant points offset from the longitudinal axis such that said 
outer edge portions span across the user's shoulders without extending downwardly 
along a user's arms, said bottom portion including a plurality of arcuate regions 
detachably conioinable directly to each other, one said arcuate regions having a 
diameter greater than another said arcuate regions so that a user can adiustablv offset 
one said arcuate regions awav from a center of the user's waist, said front portion 
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further includes a plurality of inner edge portions aligned generally parallel to the 

longitudinal axis and overlap each other, one of said plurality of inner edge portions 

includes a plurality of slots spaced from each other generally parallel to the longitudinal 

axis, another of said plurality of inner edge portions includes a plurality of fastening 

members spaced from each other generally parallel to the longitudinal axis and 

substantially aligned with said plurality of slots for interlocking therewith respectively; 

a back portion connected to said collar portion and extending downwardly 
therefrom, said back portion having a bottom portion ending above said bottom portion 
of said front portion; and 

means for removably securing said back portion and said front portion in a stable 
position on a person, said securing means comprises a first elastic strap having a first 
end portion directly an d permanently connected to one of said plurality of outer edge 
portions, said first stra p having a second end portion directly and permanently 
connected to another of said plurality of outer edge portions, said securing means 
further comprises a se cond elastic strap having a first end portion directly anri 
permanently connected to a bottom edge of said back portion and extending 
downwardly therefrom t owards a waist of a person, wherein said bottom portion of said 
back portion has a substantially arcuate shape for assisting the user to freely adjust said 
dress shirt after positio ning a jacket thereover, wherein said second strap traverses said 
first strap and includes a second end portion axiallv opposed from said first end portion 
of said second strap, s aid second end portion of said second strap extending vertically 
down a center of a use r's back and medially bifurcating said first strap in such a manner 
that said second stra p is directly conjoined therewith so that said first and second straps 
cooperat e with each other and maintain said back and front portion in line during 
extended use, said s econd end portion of said second strap being disengaged from sajd 
dress shirt and freely p ositional below the user's waist for promoting comfort includoc a 
f i rst o l act i c s trap having a first e nd port i on conn e ct e d to on e of sa i d plura li ty of outer 
e dg e port i on s , sa i d f i rst strap hav i ng a se cond end port i on remov a bly attachab le to 
a noth e r of sa i d p l ur ali ty of out e r e dge portion s.

12. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 10, wherein said plurality of outer edge 
portions converge downwardly towards each other and end at the bottom portion of said 
front portion and generally at the longitudinal axis. 

13. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 10, wherein said securing means further 
comprises a second elastic strap having a first end portion connected to said back 
portion and extending downwardly therefrom and towards a waist of a person. 

14. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 1, wherein said bottom portion has a 
substantially arcuate shape. 

15. (Currently Amended) The dress shirt of claim 8, wherein the first and second 
end portions of said first strap are directly connected to said front portion aarh inrimw 
a V e loro port i on for connoct i ng to o ach othe r. 

16. ( Currently Amended^ A dmss shirt mmprking- 

a collar portion for generally fitting around a neck of a person , said collar portion 
being suitably sized and shaped for re ceiving and intercalating a selected portion of a 
neck tie in such a manner that the selected neck tie portion becomes hidden beneath 
said collar portion : 

a front portion having a centrally disposed longitudinal axis and including a 
plurality of opposed outer edge portions spaced substantially equally and outwardly 
from the longitudinal axis, said front portion having a top portion connected to said collar 
portion and further having a bottom portion spaced from said top portion and disposed 
g e n e r al ly a bout below a waist of a person so that said bottom portion becomes tucked 
inside a user's trouser and maintained at a substantially stable position, said outer edge 
portions diverging upwardly towards a user's shoulders and laterally extending from 
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said collar portion to equidistant points offset from the longitudinal axis such that said 
outer edge portions s pan across the user's shoulders without extending downwardly 
along a user's arms, said bottom portion including a plurality of arcuate regions 
detachably conioinable directly to each other, one said arcuate regions having a 
diameter greater than another sai d arcuate regions so that a user can adiustablv offset 
one said arcuate region s awav from a center of the user's waist, said front portion 
further includes a plurality of inner edge portions aligned generally parallel to the 
longitudinal axis and overlap each other, one of said plurality of inner edge portions 
includes a plurality of slots spaced from each other generally parallel to the longitudinal 
axis, another of said plurality of inner edge portions includes a plurality of fastening 
members spaced from each other generally parallel to the longitudinal axis and 
substantially aligned with said plurality of slots for interlocking therewith respectively, the 
top portion of said front portion has a width that is greater than a width of the bottom 
portion thereof; 

a back portion connected to said collar portion and extending downwardly 
therefrom, said back portion having a bottom portion ending above said bottom portion 
of said front portion; and 

means for removably securing said back portion and said front portion in a stable 
position on a person, said securing means comprises a first elastic strap having a first 
end portion directly and permanentl y connected to one of said plurality of outer edoe 
portions, said first strap having a seco nd end portion directly and permanently 
connected to another of said plurality of outer edoe portions, said securing means 
further comprises a second elastic st rap having a first end portion directly and 
permanently connected to a bottom edge of said back portion and extending 
downwardly therefrom towards a waist o f a person, wherein said bottom portion of said 
back portion has a substantially arcua t e shape for assisting the user to freely adjust said 
dress shirt after positioning a jacket th ereover, wherein said second strap traverses said 
first strap and includes a second end portion axially opposed from said first end portion 
of said second strap, said second end portion of said second strap extending vertically 
down a center of a user's back a nd medially bifurcating said first strap In such a manner 
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that said second strap is directly conjoined therewith so that said first and second straps 
cooperate with each other and maintain said back and front portion in line during 
extended use, said second end portion of said second strap being disengaged from said 
dress shirt and freely po s itional below the user's waist for promoting comfort inc l udes a 
first olactio strop hav i ng a f i rst e nd port i on conn e ct e d to on e of said plura li ty of out e r 
e dgo port i ons, sa i d -fi r s t s tr a p having a c ocond e nd port i on r e movab l y attachab le to 
a noth e r of ca i d p l ura li ty of outor e dg e port i ons, ca i d s e curing m e ans further i nc l udes a 
s e cond ela s t i c strap having a first e nd port i on conn e ct e d to sa i d back portion and 
e xt e nd i ng downwardly therefrom and towardo a waict of a person . 

17. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 16, wherein said plurality of outer edge 
portions converge downwardly towards each other and end at the bottom portion of said 
front portion and generally at the longitudinal axis. 

18. (Original) The dress shirt of claim 16, wherein said bottom portion has a 
substantially arcuate shape. 

19. (Currently Amended) The dress shirt of claim 16, wherein the first and 
second end portions of said first strap are directly connected to said front portion each 
i nclud e s a Ve l cro portion for connocting to e ach othor . 
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
